PARIS, Dec. 4, (®)—The gov- 
ernment, armed with a new and 
drastic anti-strike law, made 
some dents today in the Com- 
munist-propagated strikes which 
have virtually strangled French 
economy, but confronted fresh 
violence on the fashionable Riv- 
iera. 

A mob seized the post office in 
Cannes. Another throng was 
driven back by rifle butts and 
truncheons of mobile guards at 
the post office in Nice where the 
central labor committee called a 
general strike. 

The government was striving 
to reopen struck mines. Rail 
traffic leaving Paris reached 80 
per cent of normal and some 
commerce was coming through 
the Atlantic ports. 

Conditions along the Mediter- 
ranean coast were so critical that 
trains from Paris were proceeding 
only as far as Lyon. 

Premier Robert Schuman’s cab- 
inet considered raising salaries 
of public employes and the coun- 
cil of ministers seemed ready to 
approve raising minimum pay

New Disorders Break Out as Death 
Toll in Jewish-Arab War Mounts 


By The Associated Press) 

The death toll mounted today in 
Palestine’s civil strife as an Arab 
strike protesting partition went 
through its third and last day. 
New disorders broke out else- 
where in the Arab world, even as 
appeals were made by both Arabs 
and Jews for a halt to the vio- 
lence. 

A violent highway battle raged 
in the Arab town of Ramle, mid- 
way between Jerusalem and Tel 
Aviv. It was touched off when an 
Arab mob attacked Jewish buses 
convoyed by armored police cars. 
Many were reported injured. 

All security forces were alert- 
ed for 24-hour duty in the Holy 
Land as the death toll, by an As- 
sociated Press tabulation, reach- 
ed 34-19 Jews and 15 Arabs, in 
the three-day wave of pillage, 
burning and destruction. 

One Arab was killed and sev- 
eral Jews and Arabs were wound- 
ed in renewed fighting in the no- 
man’s land between all-Arab Jaffa 
and all-Jewish Tel Aviv. A Jew- 
ish factory. workér was reported 
shot to death by police in the Jaffa 
sector. A Jewish truck driver 


died of knife wounds sustained in

“We are all aware of the real 
purpose of attacks of this nature. 
“Indeed it had been announced, 
It is to disrupt the great cooper-

It was the first time the Mar- 
shall plan for European recovery 
was brought so directly into the 
discussions here on the German 
and Austrian treaties. 

Marshall added: 

“Regarding the statement of the 
Soviet Union’s benificent purposes 
and actions in Austria and the 
American program of ‘enslave- 
ment’ I will only repeat my re-

‘Panic Buying’ 
Reported in 
Soviet Russia 


WASHINGTON (P) — Reports 
of “panic buying” and impending 
currency changes in Soviet Rus- 
sia have reached Washington and 
been given sufficient official cred- 
ence to be broadcast around the 
world by the government’s “Voice 
of America” radio. 

The state department’s broad- 
cast in 23 languages last night 
;| Said the wave of buying has been 
touched off by widespread rumors 
of prospective price increases and 
:| devaluation of the Russian ruble. 

The rush to trade paper money 
for durable goods at stores in 
Moscow and other cities, the 
broadcast said, is reported to 
have swelled to such proportions 
that some establishments in the 
Soviet capital have been forced to 
close. 

Reports to authorities here, sup- 
plementing the one on which the 
broadcast was based, also hinted 
at further trouble for the tight- 
ly managed Soviet economy. 

Heavy runs to withdraw sav- 
ings from banks, these reports re- 
lated, have resulted in an order 
to ‘limit individual withdrawals to 
200 rubles daily. 

These spectacular reports — 
coming out of Russia itself—gave 
such a sudden new twist to the 
Kremlin's relations with the rest 
of the world that diplomats here 
were cautious in weighing the 
likely effects.

Under FBI Fire 


WASHINGTON (#)—The Jus- 
tice department said today it will 
“promptly” prosecute American- 
born Iva Ikuko Toguri D’Aquino 
for treason if it can find witnesses 
to say she made wartime prop- 
aganda broadcasts from Tokyo to 
GIs in the Pacific. 

Mrs. D’Quino, the department 
said in a statement, has some- 
times been called ,‘Tokyo Rose” 
although it has no evidence that 
she used the name. The state- 
ment added that she had broadcast 
as “Ann” and “Orphan Ann.” 

The department explained that 
two witnesses to any alleged 
“overt” act are required for a 
treason conviction. A two-year 
Search has failed to turn up the 
witnesses, the department said, 
adding: 

“Such investigation is contin- 
uing, however, and if the neces- 
sary evidence is obtained, the case 
will be promptly presented to a 


grand jury.

Speaking at Governor Warren’s 
monthly cabinet meeting, Dr. Hal- 
verson said the present 66,500. beds 
fall far short of meeting the need. 
He said approximately $200,000,- 
000 worth of hospital construction 
is now in “some stage of planning” 
with work ready to begin on $50,- 
000,000 worth. 

However, he pointed out, hospi- 
tal construction costs now average 
$15,000 per bed and the money bud- 
geted for this work will not be 
adequate to fulfill all require- 
ments. , 

The health director said the 
proper hospital bed ratio to pop-

The word veto is: from latin 
and means “I forbid,” 

When: a congressional: measure 
reaches. the president, He says: 
1. Sign it. Then. it is. law. 

2. If for some season he does- 
n't want to appear to, approve 
it by signing it, but still doesn’t 
want to kill it, he ean do this: 

He can hold it for 10; days 
without taking action, At the 
end of the 10; days, Sundays. ex- 
cepted, it becomes: law without 
if congress is. in 
session. 

3. Veto, it. He doesn’t write 
“veto” on it. He merely sends. it 
back to. Congress: with a mes- 
sage giving his reason for re- 
fusing to, sign it. 

The measure is. thus. killed un- 
less both houses of Congress re- 
pass: it over the veto. by a two- 
thirds vote. 

Then it becomes law without 
having to go back to the presi- 
dent again. 

But there’s a kind of veto— 
called pocket veto—which the 
President can use to kill a bill 
and Congress can’t over-ride him 
on this. 

The pocket veto works 
this: 

Under the _ constitution 
President is allowed 10 
Sundays excepted, in which 
give his approval after receiv- 
ing a measure passed by con- 
gress. 

If Congress. adjourns within 
those 10 days:and if the Presi-

lets. it go unsigned. That kills 
it.
